Dear Mr Noe: 


Mr Stiber has carefully gone over the latest manuscript 
and writes me quite a lengthy letter about the special char- 
acters. Inasmuch as there is quite a lot to the matter, I 
think it better to write you than try to settle it ina 
talk. There seem to be three ways in which the special 
characters could be made. 


1. That method used on notes and monographs #30 -- 
line cuts made, and then struck in position on small printing 
forms. Because of the numerous appearance of special 
characters in this paper, the same method would probably add 
about $125 to the final cost of printing the paper. 


2 Monotype mats could be made at a cost of about $13.00 
each. Then any number of characters could be run off from the 
original mat. This is the method that would be most practical, 
and you would have the "mats" available for future use if the 
same characters should ever be needed for monotype. 


3. Linotype dies could be made at about $7.00 each, and 
the same method followed == linotype could be struck off from 
the dies, and inserted in pesition with our monotype for printing. 


None of these methods seem satisfactory. The first seems to 
cause a lot of extra work in printing - necessitating printing 
in small forms, with extra press work for striking the cuts into 
position. The second and third, while very satisfactory from 
the printers standpoint, are expensive for you -=- for the making 
of dies ("mats") would cost probably as much as all of the other 
work on the entire job. 


I am writing to Mr Stiber today, discussing the matter further - 
with an idea that I think is practical. --that is -- making one cut 
of all 19 characters ~- mounting it on metal -- than sawing it up 
into small individual pieces, the size of typee I should have a 
reply on the whole matter by Monday. I will then phone you for - 
an appointment so that we may discuss the matter «nd get it 


settled.

The dummy of the Rogers's article is at hand. I note 
what you have writtén regarding the half~tone out to face page 
4 and the other details. I also note that you have not included 
pages 29 to the end, but presume this is merely an oversight. 


My chief criticism of the monograph as you have mailed it 
is that there ia toc great a margin at the top in both text and 
Plates. Pilates III and IV are cut more nearly as they should 
be. Plates I and II @re badly printed, and although I realize 
that this is not your fault, we must in some way; if possible, _ 
remedy the condition here. The cantion ‘Tyre, Second Seleucid © 
Coinage of", shogld have been closer to the illustrations, 
leaving «a margin at the bottom like that for plates III and IV. 
I would therefore suggest that you push up plates T'and II, 
say 1/8 inoh or more if they will stand it, and adjust plates 
III and IV accordingly. ; 


I realize that these diréctions are none too explicit, but 
what I desire to avoid is the unsatisfactory appearance of 
plates I and II, which are far too low on the page. 


This condition, although to a slightly less degree, applies 
to the text as well. The top margin is too great and the bottom 
one too small. Note that where pages 12 and 13 face each other, 
that 1s is lower than 12. I am enclosing a page from an earlier 
manuscript to show you our procedure to which I desire to have 
you conform. 


The half-tone cut, as you state, should be much clearer, 
and besides that and the details enumerated previously, the 
appearance is satisfactory. The coarse outline will improve

In reply to your letter of the 10th instant regarding our bill of Jan- 
uary 3lst, we are very glad to go over the various items you have mentioned 
and give you an explanation of the charge. 


The $12 is our charge for printing these plates and inserting them in the 
proper places. When the emraver made these halftones he probably did 
not know just what kind of paper was going to be used in printing them, 
and it took much care and careful makeready for the printing of these 
plates and then as it was done after the text had been printed it was 
necessary to paste these plates between pages 4 and 5, which, as you know, 
is all handwork. Regarding the clrge of $44 for making the six halftones 
for the plate ment ionead above, we find the emraver charged us for making 
photographs of the coins, silhouetting and making six halftones which had 
to be outlined with a hand tool. To the bill of the engraver's we added 
only a very slight charge for handling, but we realize these were rather 
difficult cuts to make. 


On the item for making the special maracters and inserting them, we have 
charged you exactly what we paid to the engraver far making up these special 
characters, which is $102.44. This included one line plate, which cost 
only $3.25, and contained the special characters that it was necessary to 
makee As you know, this zinc plate could not be sawed into small pieces 
and inserted in the text as we have done, so it was necessary to have 
copper faced electrotypes made of this line plate. As many of the char- 
acters appeared several times in your job we had to have a total of eight 
electros made which cost $25.51. ‘These electros than had to be sweat on 

to a metal base so that they could be sawed apart into separate pieces and 
inserted into the type which was on 11 pt» body. The cutting apart of 
these characters, which totalled one hundred and forty-eight, and squar ing 
up the same cost us $7449, or about 50¢ a piece. ‘The total of these various 
charges was exactly 3102.44, or the amount that we charged on our bill, and 
on this outlay we had no return whatever. As we recall this job, when Mre

Owens sent it in we told him there would be some delay in having these 
special characters made, but he said we should proceed to have the job put 
into type and send you galley proofs, which we did. Of course, since these 
special characters had to all be made separate there was no way of setting 
them on the machine with the rest of the text and they had to be put in by 
hand, which was a slow and tedious job, as some of them had to be built up 
so that the special character ani the other type would line up reasonably 
well. This took one man practically a day's timee We do not see how these 
special characters could MmMve been made any other way and inserted into such 
& sm@ll place. If you had made zinc etchings for each of these, there would 
have been at least half an inch of space all around the characters. Of 
course, Mr. Owens had this work done in New York and we naturally thought he 
was acting on your authority. Since the wrk we have in ow plant at the 
present time requires a number of special characters and since Mr. Owens is 
no longer with us, we proceeded to have these clmracters made lomlly and 
found that we have been able to do it much more reasonable than it was done 
in New Yorke 


We realize that this bill has run to quite a total and it is for that 
reason that we charge most all of the work, including that vhich was 
necessary for us to get on the outside, such as the special characters, at 
practically cost. We, also, assure you that we have given you the best 
price on these extra items that it was possible for us to get, and our 
margin of profit was very, very small, as it always is when it is necessary 
to have so much extra work that is not figured on originally. You probably 
have not considered the making of these characters as they had to be made, 
and the time it required to put them in their proper places. 


As Mr- Owens, while in our employ, was right in New York we always allowed 
him to handle these engraving matters in New York City, especially since 

he would get the instructions right from you, but now we make a call to 

New York about every two weeks and should be glad to have you take these 
questions up with us, as we can give you the same, if not better, service 
and we are certain that there will be quite a saving effected here in 
Lancaster. We know on the special characters that it will be almost fifty 
per cente 


If we have failed to satisfactorily explain your inquiries we trust you will 
call on us again, at which time we will make a further effort on any points 
on which you are not clear.

You state that you 
have charged little more than cost. The point of my remarks 
was that the sosts were exceedingly high when compared with 
what we had paid for a similar amount of work in other mono- 
grapis. Would not these costs have been reduced if, instead 
-of making eight electros, you had sent our drawing baok to have 
the characters reduced? 


You state that the engraver did nat know the kind of paper 
to be used in printing the halftones, and speak of them as 
‘six halftones’. I fail to see why this sould not have been 
handled as a single item rather than as six. 


The only course open to us apparently is that of paying 
your bill - at the same time I can not avoid 4 feeling that 
these costs could and should havebbeen kept down by yeu.

Whereas, our form remains stationery and the type hits the sheet at the same 
place every time. We are very sorry to have to take this matter up with you 
specially since we are trying so hard to have this monograph finished promptly, 
but we are doing this so as to clear ourselves in the matter and let you know 
just what we are up against. We could possibly move the type a little so 

that it would not strike so far over the coins, mt at best these plates will 
not turn out to be @ first-class job.

Enclosed herewith you will find proof showing about 

14 pages of Mr. Wood's article in accordance with your 
request. We took pages 36 and 57 of the copy as being 
fairly representative of the job as a whole. 


The only comment we have to make on this proof is 
regarding the secondary numbers. We have only 2 sets 

of figures on our composition machines, they being bold 
face and Roman, or Roman and italic but we cannot have 
all three at one time. We have therefore set the first 
figures in bold face, the second in Koman enclosed in 
parenthesis, and the third in Roman. We do not know 
just how you feel about this but we believe that this 
manner of setting the descriptions would be sufficiently 
distinctive. If you find it absolutely necessary to 

put the secondary figures in italics we could do so but 
this would have to be done by hand which of course would 
slow up the process and naturally increase the cost of 
composition. We do not mean to say that it cannot be 
done but merely give this as an explanation. We do it 
right along in some of our technical jobs. 


If you will glance over the proof and compare it with 
the copy for same you will find the mterial runs almost 
page for page. Counting the preliminary pages, title, 
etc., we believe the job would run about 64 pages. 
Basing an estimate on this number of pages and 14 plates 
| we believe the job would cost roughly about $450.06 for 
6800 copies. Of course we cannot say definately at this 
time because we do not know how much work would be 

| involved in binding the plates at the end of the book or 
) how much time would be required to print the captions 

) etc. We assure you however that we will execute this 
work as economically as possible,

We have your two letters of the 27th and have carefully noted contents

Due to the nature of your work and the manner in which copy is handed 

to us, we do not believe it is quite fair to be too severe in your 
criticisms. Regarding the small type on galleys one and three, we were 
well aware that we were setting it in a smaller size, but we know that 
you would have had the same experience with any other printer had you 
handed him this copy in the same manner as we received ite All of the 
copy that was typed full measures and double spaced we set in the larger 
size, and then when we came to the indented copy with only single spacing 
we, naturally, took it for granted that a smaller size was desired. in 
all technical wrk the printer is required to do more or less guess work 
and, of course, when we guess wrong we are quickly criticized. 


With reference to the two forms of the Greek letter "theta", wish to say 
that this is also due at least in part to the copy. The one form in the 
copy is indicated by a circle with a dot in the center - thus © , while 
the other form is indicated by a circle with a horizontal line through 
the center - thus G@ - We now believe that what is really desired are 
the two Greek forms of this letter, suchas @ and @ . At least that 
is the way we have interpreted your last letter, altho there is nothing 
in particular to indicate ite We are, therefore, revising the proof and 
putting these two characters in place of those we set originally. 


In the case of the four Greek words which are too large, we might explain 
this by saying that the English type in this Monograph is 9 pte, whereas, 
the concerns making our type-casting machines manufacture only 8 and 10 
pt. Greek. We agree that these words do appear rather large and we are, 
therefore, resetting them in 8 pte, so that all the corrections mentioned 
in your letter will be made and proof sent you just as quickly as possible.

Regarding these same plates (Caparelli Hoard), I note that you | 
are less successful with the individual coin numerals, This is yertly due, I 
am aware, to unevenness of the placing of the coin illustrations, but if you 
will compare the placing of No. 5 on Plate I, with No. 5 on Plate II, you will 
see that the former is well centered ani that the latter is not; and this is 
further true of the Plate VI for the Narbonenses monograph whérh, it seems to 
me, the numerals are uniformly to far to the right. Do you not agree with me?. 


In writing the above I have borne in mind what you say about 
variation due to the photo-gelatine process, but ¥ have also compared both 
sheets and find the same condition prevailing for both sheets in the wartio lars 
I have outlined above, which can therefore not be due to this cause, Further- 
more, if you will compare the No. 2 on Plate VI (Nerbonenses), you will see 
that both of them are slightly further to the right than they need be.

Another peculiarity which might be called to your at- 
tention is the use of an inverted exclamation point at the beginning of 
an exclamatory clause such as the one occurring in galley 6.
